The association did not break the \ 
agreement, but signified its- willing- 
ness on March 1 to maintain the orig- 
inal. contract without modification.’ 

The union broke the agreement in a 
letter to the assoctation on March 7. 
The Council of Conciliation handed 
down two decisions adverse to the 
union on the issue of the preferential 
union shup clause. The Council of 
Conciliation immediately thereafter in 
a private conference attempted to.force 
the association to accept an amend- 
ment ‘to the clause to meet the de- 
mands of the union. Upon the. asso- 

; Ciation’s declini to accede, the 

Cauncil of Conciliation then handed 
down a new ruling on the same issue, 

reversing its two previous rulings and 

giving to the union what it wanted. 

Under the agreement the Council of 
Conciliation had ne power to create 
new legislation, and the association 
was not bound to accept the new leg- 

‘ fslation. 

The statement goes on to say there 

is no evidence the union planned to 

. call a strike in July. We can furnish 
sufficient evidence of its intentions to 
convince any one. 

The statement says that the Presi- 
dent of the association stated that we 
wished to return to conditions prior to 

, 1910. This is absolutely false,’ mis- 
leading, and unworthy of the mind 
that gave the thought utterance.* On 
the. contrary, the association is 
pledged to maintain the highest stand- 
ard of wages and sanitary conditions 
of any trade organization in this 
country. e 

‘The association has simply taken 
the stand that it will not submit to 
the closed shop, and insists that it 
cannot be ‘deprived of the right to 
discharge.

CO-OPERATIVE SPIRIT NOTED 


There Is a Good Fellowship at 


“Caliban” That Augurs Well 
for the Masques to Come. 


The most expensive seats at the open- 
air theatre into which, for a time now, 
the great stadium at City College has 
been converted may be the most com- 
fortable, but they are by no means the 
most advantageous for a good view of 
‘ Caliban,”’ the beautiful pageant now 
entering there upon its second week. A 
finer survey is afforded thase who sit 
higher in. the amphitheatre and the 
most. impressive “view of all rewards 
those lucky few who, by some hocus- 
pocus, can gain admission to the high- 
est point im the stadium. This is the 
tower to the south whence the genil of 
the lamps direct the shifting, many- 
colored lights in their play across the 
bowl, Here you gee the whole masque 
in superb panorama and your view em- 
braces not only the hundreds upon hun- 
dreds of players, but also the thousands 
upen thousands of spectators, them- 
selves an essential and important part 
of the masque to-any one sensitive to its 
deepest values., 

The white temple of Miranda seems 
serene and remote, the voices of the 
players come faint but clear if the wind 
is right and the people in the multi- 
tudinous’ interludes: look like tiny 
puppets in some mighty —. It is 
Ordynski who plays the gam fie 
guides the groups like an unruffled 
player &t such a chessboard ag Alice 
tound on the other side of the sooking- 
glass. Sometimes his orders travel 
block or so by telephane, ecenatienen 
they go to the men ne ear hin in gently- 
spoken put heathenish-sounding 2 
rections “Dim that spot en Ariel's 
spirits!" or *““A little more blue for 
the Roman orgy!"

For all the spectators, no matter 
where seated, these wae are in- 
creasingly apparent as ‘‘ Caliban " grows 
in grace with the nightly correction of 
some of the defects which came in for 
criticism after the first public perform- 
ance. The visual beauty of the peseens 
was universally recognized, but it was 
pointed out that the masque Ce been 
revealed somewhat before its due time, 
that it was overlong, too sluggish in 
movement and nee eesly undramatic 
in many of its episodes he last point 
still holds, the others hold no longer. 
The pace has been quickened ond many 
pesn.gre have been ruchioagy Ba 
i ackaye’s fine text e disposi- 
tion to emphasize these points unduly 
may be traced to an imperfect under- 
standing of the great adventure, per- 
haps to a tendency to think of the 
masque’s first public performance in 
terms of a Broadway premiére. 

But in a community masque, to the ex- 
tent that it is a community masque, 
there is no real dividin line between 
the final dress rehearsal and. the first 
performance just as there is none be- 
tween the audience and the participants. 
The participants are often part of the 
audience, the audience is always part of 
the masque. How actual is the disap- 
pearance of these lines you see better 
when you realize the masque is an 
amateur neighborhood festival, magni- 
fied hundreds of times, but in the 

rocess divested not at-all of the in- 

ermal, holiday, essentially friendly 
spirit of such an undertaking. 

Presumably one of the reasons for 
holding the masc::e at all was the fun 
and education iit Faye the scarcely 
neslighble fraction of the city's poems 
the 1,500 participa.ts: No full rehearsal 
of any yd -was held without an audi- 
ence of 1,000 and more, no present audi- 
ence is without its thousands who have 
some rsonal interest in and good will 
toward the enterprise. This is net as 
true of “ Caliban" as it was of t. 
Louis Masque where a far larger "pho: 

ortion of the citizenry took active part, 

ut, jf it is not as true of “ Caliban,” 
the fault lies not in the masque but in 
the city. And apparently it is true 
enough to give the undertaking the 
vitalizing community spirit which augurs 
well for the masques now pretty sure 
to be given in the Mays to come, 

This spirit was delightfull fn evidence 
Saturday night when the disheartenin 
showers came with the evening but hal 
spent.

“More than 800 persons prominent in 
art, business and society attended the 
memorial meeting held last night in:the 
Vanderbilt Gallery, Fine Arts Building, 
a8 a, tribute to the memory ef John Ww. 
Alexander, the artist. The meeting was 
under the auspices of the Fine Arts 
Federation of New-York, and delegates 
from the sixteen societies affiliated with 
the féderation and. also representatives 
from literary, musical, civic and philan- 
thropic , erganizations were present. 
Among those who attended were J. Pier- 
pont Morgan, George FP, Baker, and 
Joseph H, Choate. 

State Commissioner. of Education John 
H, Finley spoke for the schools; John 
Drew, as President of The Players, rep- 
resented the Drama, and Cass Gilbert 
Wag spokesman for the Arts. The prin- 
cipal address was made by John G. 
Agar, Président of the National - Arts 
Club. 

In a resolution, Edwin H.. Blashfield, 
President of the Fine Arts Federation, 
announced that qa bronze tablet bearing 
the picture of Mr. Alexander would be 
placed temporarily in the room of the 
National Academy of Design in the Fine 
Arts Building, and later would be in- 
corporated in the facade of the pro- 
jected United Arts Societies’ Building. 
Mr. Blashfield aiso stated that a pho- 
tographic colleetion of Mr. Alexander's 
works would be made to be used as a 
traveling exhibit to be sent from town 
to town throughout the country. 

Mr. Agar in his address told of the 
hardships that Mr. Alexander suffered 
when a boy, in Pittsburgh, and related 
how, at the age of 17,.he had come to 
New York and secured a place as office 
boy in the art department of Harper 
Brothers. He followed Mr. Alexander's 
career in Paris to Munich, and then 
back to Paris, where in the 1893 Spring 
exhibit of the Société Nationale des 
Beaux Arts, the young artist had ob- 
tained his first success. In what. was 
really an intimate biograp phy Mr. Agar 
resane Mr. Alexander's aspirations, 
work, and aracter down to the day 
of his death a year ago yesterday. 

Dr. Finley's eech was filled with 
personal recollections, and he, too, ‘ao 

to the vicissitudes that’ beset My. 
Alexander in his youth in Pittsbur 
Dr. Finley told how he was once riding 
in a train ew the outskirts of Pitts 
burgh, and had remarked on the din 
fare that came from the foundries.

That paragraph of the Naval bill 


now before the House of Represent- 
atives which bestows the_rank and 
title of Admiral on the Chief of Naval 


Operations, while he serves in that 


capacity, and provides for the assign- 


ment to ‘his assistance of not. fewer 


than fifteen officers of and above the 
rank of Lieutenant Commander in the 


navy or Major in the Marine Corps, 
creates a Board of Strategy, a ver- 
itable General. Staff, the need of 
which has long been fecognized.. For 
the first time in our naval history, 
strategy is now recognized, as marine 
éngineering, navigation, construction, 
and ordnance have always been rec- 
ognized, as a distinct branch of the 
service. The report of Chairman 
PADGETT clearly explains the purport 
of the provision, which is identical, in 
all essential features, with that pro- 
posed by Admiral Fiske, as Aid for 
Operations in 1914 and stricken from 
the bill- before it was passed.

RED CROSS MEMBERSHIP. 

The present campaign of the Ameri- 
can Red Cross is not to secure money 
for any specific relief operation, but 
to extend its membership. Money for 
relief is always forthcoming, and in 
large sums, but the American Red 
Cross has had a, very limited member- 
ship, probably because, until lately, no 
well-organized effort has been made 
throughout the country to. enable 
people to comprehend the significance 
of Red Cross membership. Until late- 
‘ly the roster of the American Red 
Cross has been limited to 27,000 
names, while the Japanese Red Cross 
‘has 1,800,000 members, There is no 
reason why the American Red Cross 
should not have a million members or 
Efforts are now making to in- 
crease the membership in the Atlantic 
Division, including New York, 
100,000. aia"

should -be associated in the public 
mind at this moment with its noble 
work for the sufferers in the European 
war, but it is not on that ground that 
the appeal for new members is made.

To such a ‘country, up to its neck 
in prosperity, which has every rea- 
son to expect long; fruitful years, 
which has gained confidence in its 
powers and capabilities, the Repub- 
lican tariff-worshippers emit the 
ancient solemn patter about the in- 
dispensable tariff. They could not 
have chosen a time more unpropi- 
tious to their chant of woe. They 
move to laughter, not to fear. , Why, 
the “ protected industries’ are them- 
selves the contradiction of their 
thesis.

TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


A German’s conclu- 
sions as to mental 
reactions ta war as 
seen in Germany are 
translated from The 
Medical Weekly of Munich by The New 
York Medical Record and prove to be 
not less applicable probably to the other 
countries engaged in the great conflict. 
That fact is fairly good evidence of their 
scientific value. 

The war, declares the writer of the ar- 
ticle, has passed from the status of an 
expedition to that of an occupation, and 
there has been a corresponding progres- 
sion in the ‘' psyche’’ of the German 
population. At the béginning there was 
in all minds a sort of martial ecstasy. 
Now, this working on different tempera- 
ments has divided the population into 
two groups. The larger fraction has set- 
tled into a quiet determination or resolu- 
tion to fight the war through to victory 
at whatever cost. , The other fraction, 
composed of. more “labile’’ folk—of 
those more subject to. deterioration— 
have lapsed into a condition at best of 
mere resignation, an effect, presumably, 
of an initial overoptimism. 

The present preponderance of the 
former class over the latter is what, in 
the opinion of the writer of the article, 
shows the Germans to be a pedple of the 
first order, and the extent of the differ- 
ence marks the degree of their racial 
elevation. 

As always, it is those not personally 
engaged in the war who are most clam- 
orous for peace and who indulge in 
prophecies of disaster. The fighters, on 
the contrary, devote most of their at- 
tention to learning better the art of war, 
and for them the war becomes largely 
a series of adaptations to a new en- 
vironment. + ‘ 

It is admitted in the article that the 
Germans are entering a third psychic de- 
velopment—one that has brought abeut 
a pacifist schism, but that, we are told, 
will ultimately pass into a period when 
everybody will become active for his 
own existence, and then will come soli- 
darity. Just what this last. statement 
means is not clear, and it seems contra- 
dictory to some of those preceding it. 
Perhaps that is the translator's fault, 
or, on the other hand, it may have been 
due to @ somewhat bélated realization 
on the part:of the German psychologist 
that as a man of science he was admit- 
ting rather more than befitted him as a

Therefore an announce- 
ment appearing in one of the recent 
weekly teports of the Cincinnati Board 
of Health is “*‘ important iftrue,’’ and its 
truth is made likely by a sponsor as 
well reputed. 

In effect, it is that, thanks to a dis- 
covery of Dr. J. H. Wits of Cincin- 
nati, sufferers from bichloride poisoning 
ean usually be saved by the intravenous 
injection of calcium sulphide, grain for 
grain for the poison taken. The as- 
serted specific is to be used as promptly 
as possible, of course, but even after 
forty-eight hours it has proved effective 
in some cases.

Is It Overorganization That Makes 
Applications So Elusive? 


To the Editor of The New York Times:

On May 8 I wrote again and received a 
polite note of apology and the following 
information: . 

The Craig Colony is a State institution,

sire, and also for information regarding 
the procedure for placing persons in his 
institution.

Mareuil-Suft-Ourcg -Oise, 
Sunday, April 30, 1916. 

Dear Mr, Nash: You will think me prob- 
ably very indiscreet in writing to a perfect 
stranger to ask for help. My only excuse is 
the appalling misery I see around me: and 
the interest you séeméd to feel in France in 
these. dark days she is passing through. If 
my letter seems quite inexcusable, put it. in 
the fire and don't give another thought to the 
writer. I am. writing from, my place in the 
country, on borders of two of the depart- 
ments which have suffered terribly—the Aisne 
and the Oise. 

‘We are in the war zone, and the village is 
filled with soldiers and refugees. The sol- 
diers, almost all men sent back from Verdun, 
exhausted with the terrible fighting and long 
days in the trenches with little or nothing 
to eat. The refugees, a pitiful band of wo- 
men. and children from the villages and ham- 
Jets in the region of Soissons, who have lost 
everything: Their. villages. and cottages no 
longer exist. They have hg,clothes, no food, 
and no work. .I have forty in my garage. 
They, sleep on straw, are covered with old 
flour sacks from the mill, and the village 
brings thém bread and milk. They don’t 
complain, accept the inevitable, but we ask 
ourselves how much suffering people can 
bear, and how they are to make any sort 
of Mfe for themselves anywhere. 

We would like to start “ouvroirs’’ and 
knitting classes in the village, but have no 
funds, The little that remains of the Wad- 
dington Relief Fund must go ‘to continue our. 
Paris ouvriors, where*we have been obliged 
to reduce the number of workwomen, I had 
@ long talk with Mr, Sharp, the American 
Ambassador, and one or two business men 
the other day, and they thought it might be 
pogsible to raise a certain sum of money in 
America; but how? If I could go over my- 
self I think my compatriots would help’ me. 
I have been a Frenchwoman ‘“‘ devant la loi’ 
for forty years, but I was born in New York, 
and, ‘‘ au fond,’” am an American at heart. 

America has given magnificently, and has 
fully paid her debt to France for her help in 
the great struggle that made our) country, 
but people have given money to big things 
like the American Ambulance, the Croix 
Rouge Francais, &c. Smaller private works 
have had little money. If I could have $20, - 
000 for my relief fund, and was sure of it, I 
could do so much. Can you; help me? I 
have been so many years away from New 
York that I don’t. know whom to apply to, 
and yet I feel if people could see the misery 
and poverty so courageously borne they would 
feel they were doing a good work, Any

Mesdames, I have asked to be per- 
mitted to speak in order .to combat your 
theories. To demand for women civil 
rights equal to those exercised by men 
is equivalent to demanding the end of 
your power. The exterior aspect alone 
of women reveals that she is not destined 
for hard physical labor, nor prolonged 
intellectual efforts. Her sphere is 
another, but not less beautiful. She 
puts poetry into life. By the power of 
her grace, the glance of her eye, the 
charm of her. smile she dominates man, 
who dominates the world. Man has 
strength which you cannot take- from 
him; but you have seduction which cap- 
tivates his strength. Of what do you 
complain? Since the world began you 
have been queens and rulers. Nothing 
is done without you. It is for you that 
all fine work is accomplished. 

But the day in which you become our 
equals, civilly and politically, you will 
become our rivals.

Christianity does not teach any such. 
low doctrine as this. Christianity does. 
not teach that the chief aim of life is 
to escape pain and sufféring, and to 
have a comfortable time. Peace ts, in- 
deed, a great and blessed thing, to be 
inexpressibly prized ‘and preseryed by 
every- right. and proper, méans. But 
right and truth. and justice are, ‘far: 
greater things than peace, and they are 
the only foundations * upon’ bao true: 
peace can rest, 

Christianity teaches that naked the 
choice comes between peacé and “these 
higher—things peace must always be 
sacrificed.» And coupled with this false’ 
and sentimental teaching about’ peace 
there ;is ah ‘unworthy and - really 
shameful disposition to decry. and be- 
little patriotism. 

A college magazine recently ‘quoted 
with approval. Dr, Samuel. Johnson's 
saying -that ‘‘ patriotism is the last 
refuge of a scoundrel.’’ So it, may be, 
and doubtless sometimes is. But ex- 
actly the same thing may be said, and 
is said, of religion. And if.Dr. John- 
son were here today I think he would 
have something to say as to the people 
who are scoffing at patriotism. - Both 
religion and patriotism may be used as 
a cloak by a hypocrite who is looking 
for one, but this ‘fs ‘no “@iscredit ‘ to 
either of them. f 

What does the word patriotism stand 
for? Patriotism is that spirit of love 
‘for one’s country, of devotion to it, of 
willingness to make sacrifices for it, 
which every true man and woman feels 
as a part of the very fibre of his being.': 

Patriotism is the’ spirit that is ready 
and willing, and glad, if need be, to 
suffer and die in defense of home and 
fatherland, and the man who has no 
such spirit, whatever/else he may be, is 
not a typical Christian, and. he is cer- 
tainly not a typical man. 

The nation that will not make proper 
preparation and provision for. its own 
defense, and for the protection of’ its | 
homes; the nation. that will not stand 
with its whole might for right against 
wrong, for good against evil, for freedom ; 


survive, and is not likely long to sur-: 
vive. 

No one in America wants’: war, 
never before, we see its cruelty, its 
misery, its horror.

LAUDS WOMEN’S MOVEMENTS, 


Dr. Holmes Preaches to Many Fed- 
eration Delegates. 


The Rev. Dr. John Haynes Holmes 
in the Church of the Messiah yesterday 
morning, with delegates to the General 
Federation. convention filling many of 
the main pews, declared women’s move- 
ments the greatest causes in the world 
today.

Seven Candidates Created Bishops 
and Two Missionary Bishops— 
Conference to End Today. 





Special to The New York Times. 
SARATOGA, N. Y., May 28.-—The 
twenty-eighth delegated quadrennial 
conference of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church this afternoon witnessed the 
consecration of the seven Pishops and 
two missionary Bishops elected at the 
present session. The candidates’ knelt, 
at an altar rail that extendéd clear 
across the great platform at Convention 
Hall, and twenty-six Bishops and mis- 
sionary Bishops, practically the full 
world membership of. the Episcopal 
Board, assisted in the service.’ The 
only three chief pastors of the board 
unable to be present were Bishop James 
W. Bashford of China, who ‘had at- 
tended the conference, but was kept 
away from the consetration service at 
thé last moment by illness; Bishop John 
H. Vincent of Chicago and Missionary 
Bishop James M. Thoburn of Meadville, 
Penn., who were prevented by age from 
conting to Saratoga Springs. 

More than 4,000 persons heard the 
service, which was full of dignity, the 
final incident of’ importance before the 
adjournment of the general conference 
at .noon tomorrow. The seven conse- 
crated as Bishops were: Herbert Welch, 
ex-President of Ohio Wesleyan Univer- 
sity; Thomas Nicholson, ex-Secretary of 
the Methodist Board of Education at 
New York City; Adna Wright Leonard 
of Seattle; Matthew Simpson Hughes 
of Pasadena, Cal.; William Fitzjames 
Oldham, formerly’ one of the orre- 
sponding’ Secretaries of the Board of 
Foreign Missions at New York City; 
Charles Se gg Mitchell of Chicago, 
and Franklin Hamilton, ex-Chancellor 
of the American University, at Wash- 
ington. The two consecrated as mis- 
sionary Bishops were Alexander Priestly 
Camphor, ex-President of Central Ala- 
bama Seminary, Birmingham, and 
Ethan Samuel Johnson of Sioux Cjty, 
Iowa, formerly one of the assistant Sec- 
retaries of the General Conference. 

The elevation of these nine 
raised the membership of the Board of 
Bishops of the: Methodist Episcopal 

Church to thirty-eight, the largest in 
history. The residences assigned to the 
thirty-eight were announced in THB 
NEw YorK TIMEs last week. 

Each of the candidates was accom- 
panied by two members of the Church 
who presented him for consecration an 
who stood beside him while the words 
were being read from the ritual that 
elevated him to his new office. 

‘The service began with a hymn, in 
which all those present joined, and 
readings from the Scriptures, following 
which Bishop Luther B. Wilson of. New 
York City. announced thé names _ of 
these to be consecrated.. Bishop’ Earl 
Cranston, until today senior Bishop of 
the Church,, examined the candidates. 
The ceremony of laying on of hands 
followed, two reese being assigned to 
pronounce the service of consecreation 
over each of the candidates.

Secretary McAdoo issue spr state- 
ment on the subject: 

“As a result of\the great proapelte 
of the country and the effective and 
vigorous enforcement of the internal 
yevenue laws by the’ Treasury Depart- 
ment, internal revenue receipts are 


pouring into the Treasury at a rate far 


in-excess of’ all forecasts. 


“The income from this source will} 


réach the enormous total of $495,000,000, 
-arid probably 1,000,000 by June 30, 
1916, the end of the current fiscal -year. 
‘This gratifying estimate of receipts, 
which emphasizes the great strength of 
Treasury in .this extraordinary 
od, is made on the*basis of a report 
ust.received from <ceee eee ner Osborn 
of the Bureau of In enue. 

“ The great boom in Wenirtens is large- 
ly, pemonsible for the increase in the 
receipts from ordinary internal revenue. 
The prosperity of the country, with the 
attendant wider scope -of employment 
and increase in wages, h&s, in itself, 
resulted. in a larger consumption of 
taxable articles, greatly. augmenting the 
Government's revenue. } 


More .Taxes Paid on Liquors. 


‘‘For ‘the first ten months, ended 
April -30, of the current fiscal year re- 
ceipts and collections on tobacco alone 
increased $5,505,121.89 over the corre- 


sponding oem of a year ago, which, 
in large part, is due to the great im- 
provement in business conditions. Com-

HEROIC, LOYAL; OBEDIENT 


Chaplain McGean Says Trinity of 
‘Virtues Marked Thirty-five Men 
Who Gave Up Their Lives in Year. 





A’ thousand firemen marched ‘to St. 
Patrick’s. Cathedfal yesterday aiternoon 
and paid-tribute to the memory of their 
fellows who h died in the past year. 
Thirty-seven de&ths had occurred since 
the last memorial services. Five men 
lad been killed in the discharge of duty. 

The firemen gathered at Engine House 
|23 in West Fifty-eighth Street, and led 
by Commissioner Robert Adamson, Chief 
John Kenlon and the departmental band 
of fifty. pieces, marched down Fifth Ave- 
nue to the Cathédral, where they were 
received by Mgr. M. J. Lavelle, Vicar 
General of the diocese, and .escorted to 
a section of the churen reserved for 
them. The Cathedral was filled with 
relatives and friends of the dead fire- 
men. 

In a jbrief address Mer. Pavatie called 
the Fire Department the best in the 
world and praised the firemen for their 
spirit of willing self-sacrifce which, he 
said, was manifested whenever the call 
to duty came. 

Following the sermon, Chaplain Mc- 
Gean read thé roll call of the dead, after 
which “‘ taps ’’ was sounded by a bugler 
in the rear of the church. The list of 
dead contained the name of Deputy 
Commissioner J. Hoiden Weeks. Those 
killed in the discharge of duty, all first- 
grade firemen, were: 

John Duffy Ignatius F. 
Michael D> “Gurtin. James J. Skelly, 
Matthew J, Ward 

In his sermon Chaplain McGean paid 
a high tribute to tne New York City 
firemen, 

*“ Heroism, loyalty to duty, obedience 
to authority—a -nlendid trinity of vir- 
tues by which those we honor typified 
what is best and noblest in our coun- 
try’s manhood,” he said. ‘* The hero- 
ism of our New York firemen is un- 
questioned. It stands out as a livin 
example of men’s courage to do an 
to dare, to face danger, yes, even death, 
undaunted, when the lives of their fel- 
low men are in danger. 

“To loyalty to duty they are pledged 
and from it they never swerve. Fidelity 
to duty demands many sacrifices, yet 
they never waver. Long and arduous 
hours of fighting a stubborn. fire have 
often wearied them, and _ exhausted 
their strength, yet they report for duty 
promptly, faithfully. Obedience to au- 
thority is the supreme test of the man 
who has fought the fight and won. It 
is human nature to desire,to rule, rather 
than to obey. But with the true fire- 
man there is no question when a com- 
mand is issued. no hesitation, evel 
though the fulfillment may result in the 
sacrifice of life itself.’
